One of the, finest and most up-to- 
Gate hospitals on the Pacific Coast 
will de started within a few weeks 
by the Southern Californta Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church on the east side of South 
Hope street, between Twenty-eighth 
and Twenty-ninth streets.

tioned in The Times, is the outgrowth 
of a world-wide movement of the 
Methodist denomination looking te 
the enlarged service of humanity and 
the result of constant and unselfish 
labor upon the part of local Wom- 
Ins Home Migsionary Society of the 
Methodist Spiscopal Church and oth- 
er devoted church workers. 

The purpose of the hospital will be 
to offer the beat service that can be 
teniered by medical selence to the 
eufierer at a price as moderate as can 
be made to those who are able to 
per. A discount will be made to 
those who need it and free service as 
far as possible to those in distress. 
Thengh a denominational benevo- 
lence, the hospital will be open to all, 
 *sardiess of creed or race. 

Plans for the projected buildings 
have just been completed by Garrett 
& Bixby. The architects spent sev- 
eral weeks in the study of the plans 
and specifications of some of the lead- 
ing hospitals of the United States and 
will embody in the new institution the 
best and most up-to-date ideas ob- 
tainable. 

The institution will be of reinforced 
concrete construction and absolutely

One of the most noteworthy of all 
the fifteen or more structures which 
will eventually be erected on the new 
campus, is now being designed by the 
architect. This is the projected open- 
air theater. Unlike the open-air thea- 
ter of Berkeley, that of Occidental 
will follow Roman, rather than 
Greek lines, although the _architect 
prefers to describe the structure as 
“Californian,” owing to the many 
modifications mat have been de- 
manded by strictly modern require- 
ments. The inspiration for the general 
echeme of the theater was found in 
fhe ruins of the mighty coliseum at 
Rome. The creation, at the theater 
entrance. of a convenient area for the 
unloading of hundreds of autos, is 
however, one problem which never 
bothered the builders of the Roman 
ampitheater and one which has been 
admirably solved by Mr. Hunt. 

The theater, like all the other 
buildings of the new Occidental, will 
be of solid reinforced concrete con- 
struction, and absolutely fireproof. 
The vast semi-circle of steps or seats 
will be built around the base of a 
large depression set high above the 
main academic buildings, and consti- 
tuting a fine natural ampitheater.

The most optimistic friend of the col- 
lege does not dream, however, that 
the entire scheme can be carried out 
at once. The realization of the mag- 


~ nificent academic ideal which prompt- 


ed the move to Eagle Rock Valley will 
come only with the years. There is 
every assurance, however, the college 
authorities state, that at least six 
permanent buildings of the splendid 
group ultimately planned will have 
been reared within the next few years. 
The very growth of the institution, it 
is declared, will demand this rate of 
progress. 

The architecture of the main camp- 
us buildings will be suggestive of 
Spanish and Italian types, with a lean- 
ing to the classical. No modern de- 
mand of arrangement or convenience 
will, however, be sacrificed in the car- 
rying out of the designs. The whole 
wil follow the scheme of white walls 
and red tile roofs, in this respect re- 
sembling the buildings of Throop In- 
stitute and Pomona College, groups 
planned by Mr. Hunt and his former 
associate, Elmer Grey. 

The Eagle Rock site was donated to 
the college two years ago by a syndi- 
cate headed by W. A. Roberts, J. G. 
Garth, 8. McCray and Ralph Rogers, 
and is valued at about $150,000. The 
property has a westerly slope, the 
main campus avenue pointing direct- 
ly toward Elysian Park. ut $400,- 
000 is now available for ildings and 
general improvements nson and 
Fowler Halls are to ost approximate- 
ly $100,000 each $50,000 will be 
available for each of the dormitories. 

Worthy of note in connection with 
the present building operations at the 
college site is the fact that the work- 
men engaged in the. excavations for 
Johnson Hall struck three springs 
which for a time threatened to seri- 
ously hamper the work, BRE which 
have since been controlled and divert- 
ed to a portion of the grounds, where 
the water will serve to good purpose 
for irrigation. The springs have a 
steady flow of 7000 gallons a day 
which is sufficient for an extensive 
sub-irrigation system that will help

WASHINGTON PARK. 


Washington Park, the new 160- 
acre subdivision of the Southern Call- 
fornia Home Builders, near the Ivy 
Park junction of the Pacific Electric 
Railroad, is rapidly being improved 
and developed. Water. zus, electric- 
ity, road work and cement sidewalks 
are fast transforming the tract into 
a city residence section. About 750 
lots have been laid out. The tract is 
a subdivision of the old Ballona 
ranch, and a part of the grant of land 
made by Figueroa to the Ballona fam- 
ily. The original ranch once extend- 
ed from the ocean to Los Angeles.

This is the old bed 
of the Los Angeles River, which 
sought a new course in 1884, and 
which,’ prior to then, was a favorite 
hunting ground. The modern march 
of improvements will not altogether 
destroy the natural beauty of Ballona 
Creek. Picturesque bridges will be 
built over the creeks. and the natura! 
beauty, aided by the experienced 
hands of landscape gardeners, will 
be strengthened by the new park. 
Many palms and flowers are also to 
be set out throughout the subdivision. 
Electric car service between Wash- 
ington Park and Los Angeles will be 
supplied by the Playa del Rey line 
of the Pacific Electric, which bisects 
the tract, and the Venice Short line, 
which is but one block away. 
Santa Monica Air Line is within three 
blocks of the tract. It is the intention 
of the Southern California Homa 
Builders to build many pretty. mod- 
erate-priced homes in the tract.

cent unearthing at Samaria, in North- 
ern Palestine, of the palace of a He- 
brew king, believed to be the “Ivory 
House” of Ahab. Labele with He- 
brew writing, which seem to have 
been in actual upe during the life- 
time and perhaps in the households 
of Omri and Ahab, have also been 
found, as well as many fragments of 
pottery. Many Biblical names appear 
in the writings, such as Elisha, Asa, 
Nathan, Uzza, Sheba and Abiezer. 
Samaria was the ancient capital of 
the northern kingdom of Israel. 
When Solomon died, about 930 B. C., 
his kingdom broke into its two nat- 
ural hereditary divisions, Israel and 
Judah. Shechem, the first capital of 
Israel, lying in a narrow valley and 
therefore difficult to . defend, was 
abandoned for Tirzah. This in its 
turn, about 875, was given up for a 
new site. Omri, founder. of the third 
Aynasty of Israel, chose for his cap- 
ital an isolated hill some six miles 
northwest of Shechem. The city 
which he built here he called Shome- 
ton, now best known for the later 
Greek form of the name, Samaria. 
The hill rises to a height of 400 to 
500 feet above the valleys which’ sur- 
round it. From the summit, some 
1400 feet above sea level, one may 
see the Mediterranean, on clear 8, 
some twenty miles to the west. 
are also fine views into higher moun- 
tains on the north and east, and over 
the hills and valleys south and west, 
The naturally steep sides of the hill 
were easily rendered impregnable by 
massive walls. The Herodian city, 
eccupying the top of the hill, was 
about two and a quarter miles in cir- 
cumference, and the city of Omri was 
perhaps not much smaller. The Her- 
odian wall tan still be easily traced. 
There is no fountain on the hill, and 
the people of the city must have 
been dependent on a spring across 
the valley and on rainwater stored 
in cisterns of which a great many 
have been recently unearthed. The 
hill and the country around are fer- 
tile, producing good crops of olives 
and figs, grain and onions, and in 
antiquity, grapes also, For agricul- 
tural purposes the hill and those 
about it have been heavily terreced,

Saniaria remained the capital of 
Israel till taken dy the Assyrians in 
722. Here Ahab, under Jezebel's in- 
fluence, bullt a temple to Baal, later 
destroyed by Jehu, and here it seems 
he built, also his “Ivory house’ or 
palace, described in the First Book of 
Kings. Then it was in Samaria that 
Elisha had his home. The city un- 
derwent many vicissitudes while un- 
der Agsayrian and Babylonian rule. 
It reached ite highest artistic glory, 
however, under Herod the Great, 
who rebuilt it in great splendor and 
named it Sebaste or Sebustyeh (Lat- 
in, Augusta) in honor of his impe- 
rial patron, Augustus. Sebuatyeh is 
still the name of the village on the 
eastern slope of the hill. Herod for- 
tified the place, and built a great 
temple here in honor o ust us. 
This, briefly, is the tory of the 
site of the recent excavations which 
have been most fruitful of result. 
They were undertaken by the Har- 
vard University. The only condition 
which the Turkish government in- 


sisted upon was that the place be 


left just as it Was before the excava- 
tions. This compelled the explorers 
to do their digging in sections, the 
earth from each fresh section uncov- 
ered being used to bury again that 
already laid bare after it was minute- 
ly examined and fully and accurately 
planned. Hence it follows that of 
the very extensive work of uncover- 
ing done, first under the direction 
of Prof. Lyon of Harvard, and later 
under that of Dr. Reisner, well 
known in connection with similar 
work in Egypt, only comparatively 
limited portions can now be shown. 

The most extensive and the most 
interesting work done was that on 
the summit of the hill. Here some- 
times as many as 400 men, women 
and boys, including gangs of experi- 
enced workers from Egypt, were em- 
ployed at one time, and here, by 
dong continued and _ indefatigable 
toil, the rubbish of successive genera- 
tions, civilizations and conquests 
Was removed for a depth of many 
feet, until the bed rock was reached, 
which discigsed, almost without a 
doubt, the extensive palace of Omri 
and Ahab, covering an area of near- 
ly two acres. The lower courses of 
the masonry which came in contact 
with the rock showed the same pe- 
culiarity as was discovered when, 
nearly a generation ago, the wall of 
the temple inclosure in Jerusalem 
Was laid bare to its foundations, 
eighty feet below the present surface. 
The first course of stone in temple 
was embedded in the living rock, in 
such a way that that layer had rock 
on all three sides of it, which seems 
a distinétively Jewish feature. It 
was at this level in the excavations 
at Samaria that an alabaster vase, 
with the Egyptian inscription of their 
contemporary King, Osorkon II, was 
found, confirming the assump- 


Jewish Kings. 

Here it may be noted that this is 
the first and only palace of a He- 
brew King ever found, and accord- 
ingly is unique and of the deepest 
interest to archeologists and Biblical 
acholars. It was undoubtedly an im- 
mense building consisting of cham- 
bers grouped around courts. Here 
and there stand portions of the fin- 
ished wall to a height of several 
courses of stone. Moreover, twe 

es of @omtruction appear, a 

arser and a finer. The explorers 
suggest that we have here the pal. 
ace of Omri enlarged in a superior 
style by his son Ahab. 

There were also discovered here 
some seventy-five fragments of pot- 
tery inscribed with records or mem- 
@Oranda in the ancient Hebrew script. 
This is not the comparatively mod- 
ern square Hebrew character, with 
which most persons are familiar, but 
that ancient writing. closely allied 
to the Phoenician, which is found 
on the Moabite stone and the - 
loam tunnel inscription. The char- 
acter of these inscriptions has settled 
ome @apvted point about that of 
the Biloam. It shows that it could 
fe been written in the time 
kiah, as it purports to be, 
re is writing of the same type 
at Samaria more than a century 
d a half earlier, for Ahab lived 
in 896 B.C and Hezekiah in 1727. 
These inscriptions are written in ink 
with a reed pen, in a flow hand, 
proving that this was the mmon 
form of writing at that period.

Continually Increasing Consumption of Fuel Oil in 
1185 This Market Makes Drillers Survey the Situation. 
11 Brea Canyon Has Well Which Is Making a Sensa- 

tional Record—U tilizing Natural Gas. 


HE constantly increasing 
sumption of fuel ofl in the Los 
Angeles market calis attention to 
the fact that the southern oi! fields 
furnish only about one-half the oil 
actually used in the te ry south 
of the Tehachep!i, and deVelopments 
in the several fields of the south in- 
dicate that it is to the Fullerton field 
oi] men must look for an increase in 
output anywhere near adequate to 
supply the déficiency if it is to be 

made up in this part of the State. 
The_average monthly consumption 
of oil in this territory, in which must 
be included Arizona and Southern Ne- 
, vada and east to Albuquerque and E! 
* Paso, is 1,860,000 barrels. This 
; amount includes that used by the rail- 


ley, but developments now going. on 
will prove up an extensive area. The 
last well brought in by the Amailga- 
mated (No. 8,) is the largest well in 
the valley, pumping in excess of 3000 
barrels a day. The Union Oil Com- 
pany has two wells in the sand and 
it is believed they will be brought 
in within thirty days. The Standard, 
which is the largest operating con- 
„ern in the valley, has struck oil on 
the Sterns lease, on section 22-3-10, 
two and one-half miles southwest of 
the Amalgamated.

The Orange well 
is doing sixty barrels of 28 %-gravity 
oil an hour through a seven-eighths- 
inch opening under about 350 pounds 
gas pressure. The well is 3740 feet deep 
and is in the same sand as the Birch 
well, which was drilled to 3980 feet. 

The Orange company is operating 
on a tract on which the Crown of the 
Valley Ol Company drilled a well ten 
years ago, but which was a failure, 
owing to the inability to go 
enough.

Tels a month. 

The developments in Brea Canyon 
have again brought up the subject of 
natural gas, as the wells recently 
brought in on the Pico, Orange and 
Birch properties show a tremendous 
volume of gas. Three wells belonging 
to the companies named are estimated 
to be producing 5,000,000 cubic feet 
of g@a day. The gas from the Birch 
well is already being utilized in the 
manufacture of gasoline by compres- 
sion, but as yet the gas from the other 
two properties is going to waste ex- 
cept for the amount used under the 
boilers, but it is reported the Orange 
company may put in a compressing 
plant on its property. 

Compressing the gas, however, does 
not detract from its value as a fuel. 
Should the “Menges sand” be tapped 
by any considerable number of wells 
—and every company operating near 
this locality is trying to reach it—a 
volume of natural gas probably will 
be avallable that could supply every 
town in Orange county. 

That this gas will not much longer 
go to waste is certain. In the eastern 
fields every foot of gas produced is 
used, and it will be so in California 
in the near future, oll men assert.

The New Expert at the Head of the United States Food and 
Drink Scrutinising Force.

NEW PURE FOOD POLICEMAN. 
After graduating from the Mich- 
igan Agricultural College, where he 
paid his expenses by teaching schoo! 
during his own vacations, Mr. Doo- 
little was appointed assistant chemist 
of the State Food and Dairy Com- 
mission. He was soon promoted to 
the office of chemist, and held the 
place for eight years. In 1904 he 
became chief of the New York food 
and drug laboratory, leaving the serv- 


being done by Dr. Wiley. 
two assistants: when he left New 
York in the autumn of 1911 and came 
to Washington as a member of the 
Food and Drug Inspection Board, he 
had a staff of forty men. While in 
New York he had jurisdiction over 
foreign foods and drugs. Six of his 
expert chemists inspected crude 
drugs; the rest watched the incom- 
ing consignments of coffee, tea, olive 
oll, tinned vegetables, jams, preserves, 
spiccs and wines. 

“We consume more food from for- 
eign lands,“ Mr. Doolittle said to me, 
“than is commonly believed. When 
we hear that food is‘ imported, we 
naturally think of Russian caviar, 
pate de folie gras and other luxuries. 
All of our coffee, for which we spend 
$45,000,000 a year; all of our teas, 
cocoa, pepper, allspice, ginger, nut- 
meg and mustard are grown else- 
where. Much of our sugar and olive 
oll come from foreign countries. We 
also import lemons, pineapples and 
bananas, as well as dried figs and 
currants, Salted fish, and fish pre- 
served in oll, macaronis, marmalades 
and canned tomatoes, peas, Deans, 
artichokes and mushrooms are bought 
abroad.

SOME FRAUDS OF FOREIGNERS. 

“Caviar is the roe of sturgeon and 
is prepared in Russia. There was a 
time when the roe of other fish was 
called caviar and was doctored with 
salicylic acid to keep it from spoil- 
ing. Exhausted spices—that is, spices 
from which the essential oils had been 
extracted—came to this country in 
considerable quantities. They were 
used by American manufacturers to 
adulterate genuine pepper, mustard, 
cinnamon and so on. Some foreign 
cheese, manufactured out of skimmed 
milk, was also imported and sold—at 
fancy prices, I suppose—in the 
American market. Olive oil, 80 
labeled, was part peanut oil, the pea- 
nuts being ground in France for the 
Itallan trade. Olive oil is still adul- 
terated, not in Europe, but in the 
United States. The mixing is done 
in this country. The law requires, 
however, that the ‘cans containing 
such oll shall de properly labeled. 
Consumers, therefore, have only te 
read the printed matter on each can 
— order to learn what they are buy- 

K. 

Some ot the experts in the foreign 
branch of our service have become 
wonderfully skilled in their work. Our 
coffee man, for example, after spread- 
ing the contents of a pound package 
of roasted coffee on a table can pick 
out the berries that were grown in 
Brazil, Arabia, Abyssin Ceylon, 
Java, Central America and the West 
Indies, if such berries happen to be in 
the package.

Until recently also 
there was no way to stop the sale of 
medicines guaranteed to cure such 
d as consumption and cancer. 
It can be done now, I am happy to 
eay, by an amendment to the pure 
food and drug law, which was pro- 
posed in the House of Representatives 
by Mr. Sherley of Kentucky. * 

HOW SODA BEAT THE DOCTOR. 

The greatest, noisiest and most sen- 
sational contest of all, however. has 
not been with importers and foreign 
manufacturers but with canners, pre- 
servers, and picklers right at home. 
Dr. Wiley, alone, managed the strug- 
«le for the government. He won at 
many points but lost at what might 
be termed the bloody angle of the 
fight. He held that glucose and ben- 
zoate of soda are unhealthful when 
eaten with food. Some scientists 
agreed with him; some did not. The 
Agricultural Department declared that 
the Bureau of Chemistry, which 
meant Dr. Wiley, had not proved its 
case. Benzoate of soda and glucose 
were not prohibited but their pres- 
ence in food, so ran the decision, was 
to de stated on the labels. 

A free choice was thus given the 
consumer. In short, he could support 
Wiley or disapprove of Wiley by the 
simple act of making his daily pur- 
chases. And thus the matter stands 
and thus appears, after all other rea- 
sons are eliminated, the primal cause 
of Wllez's relinquishment of public 
oYce. The canning industry, backed 

$120,000,000 and the expert opin- 

ns of several eminent men of sci- 

ence, triumphed over the doughty and 
dogmatic doctor. 

Up to about the year 1810, food was 
preserved by drying or with salt.

“love. applies” and were thought to be 
poisonous. It was not understood then 
that the “spoiling,” or decomposition 
of food is caused by a living organism 
known to chemists as “ferment.”

Food heated 
to a high temperature and then put 
into air-tight bottles or cans will keep. 
Housekeepers have learned by experi- 
ence that the bottles must be full: 
otherwise the contents work,“ or turn 
sour.

I know that it is not the sili- 
cate of aluminum that resembles cop- 
per ore, but just what the sample is 
I confess my inability to determine. 
You can identify it from a glance. 
Please give some information about 
the rock. A. M. 8. 

A.: You err greatly 
the test on the sample; we could not, 
and would not attempt to classify, the 
rock “from a glance.“ We have been 
in the rock, stone, ore, earth and min- 
eral business long enough to know 
that there are many minerals that it 
ls unsafe and unwise to name at sight. 

You are right on the negative re- 
sults for copper, on rock represented 
by the sample. It is hexagona!, and in 

“tabular six-sided prisms. Dull emer- 
ald-green in color, in the direction of 
the axis, and hyacinth-red at right 
angles to it. Subtranstucent, of pearly 
luster. Yields to the nail, and, “when 
in powder, is unctious to the touch.” 
The streak of the mineral is the same 
as its color. Hardness, 1.8 sp. gr., 2.3. 

“Compact chlorite is amorphous. 

Chliorite slate possesses a slaty struc- 


ture, and frequently contains imbed- | 


ded octahedral crystals of magnetic 
fron, hornblende and garnets. Earthy 
chiorite is composed of small. pearly, 
‘giimmering, scaly particles. It has a 
somewhat greasy feel, and bears a 
striking resemblance to green earth.” 
An analysis from the Pyrenees, by 
Delesse, shows chlorite (same variety 
as your sample) to be as follows: Sili- 
ca, 22.1; alumnia, 18.5; magnesia, 
» 36.7; protoxide of fron, 0.6; water, 
12.1, percentages, respectively. 
Chiorite, very frequently carries as 
high as 9 per cent. iron protoxide, and 
‘ein mineralogy “up to 28 or 29 per 
cent. iron protoxide makes the min- 
era! ripidolite.”” With so high an tron 
percentage — metallurgically (and 
strictly from a mineralogical stand- 
point) 80 great a percentage of tron 
takes the mineral entirely out of the 
‘chlorite or ripidolite families.

and in the mass crystals of wulfenite 
(lead molybdate.) The sample was 
carefully tested for phosphates ‘with 
negative results.

Sample No. 1 
fe high-grade niter, and from the tone 
of your letter it should be from one 
of those leads that vou refer to as 
being “too narrow: the sample runs 
64.40 per cent. niter (potassium ni- 
trate.) 

As a matter of fact there Is no field 
test for niter. In a recent issue of 
the Mining and Engineering World of 
' (hiecago, Gordon Surr E. M., of San 
Bernardino, Cal., has an article under 
the heading of “A Simple and Ap- 
* Reliable Test for Potash.“ in 

ocks and minerals; and, he shows 
further that sodium cobaltinitrite can 
be used in a very siniple manner for 
waters suspected of potash present, 
and for minerale carrying soluble 
salte of potash. We quote the follow- 
ing: “Potash salts, soluble like those 
of Stassfurt, the waters rich in pot- 
ash, are, however, the main objects 
of the present search, and,in the case 
of the former, all that is necessary ts 
to add water, free from potash, to a 
little of the fine powder and bring 
the mixture to a boll. It is then al- 
lowed to settle and some of the liquid 

ured off, or preferably filtered, co- 
baltinitrite being added to the clear 
solution when cold. 

Waters may be tried for potash by 
merely adding a few drops of the co- 
bait reagent to quantities of 5ce. or 
theresa bouts.” 

To prepare this reageht Mr. Surr 
proceeds thusly: Dissolve 6 grams 
or crystallized cobalt nitrate in 12ce, 
of cold distilled water and, in another 
sriall flash or bottle, 10 grame of so- 
dium nitrite in 20ec. of cold distilled 
water. When both are completely 
dissolved, the fodium_ solution Is 
poured into the cobalt solution and 
ec. of strong acetic acid added. 
Nitrous fumes are given off and the 
liquid becomes much the color of 
coffee. If a yellow precipitate ap- 
rears in the 8 filter it off. 

In short, with the use of this 
reagent, on waters, or solutions 
carrying potash: “the absence of a 
yellow precipitate strongly indicaves 
the absence of soluble potash in com- 
trercial amount.” The reagent 
should be kept in a dark colored bot- 
tle, and the bottle in a tin can, if 
one its prospecting.

Aug. 22.—Q: I 
have been advised by a mutual 
friend, that you would de kind 
enough to inform we whether the en- 
closed sample of rock carried any 


values? I assure you I would ap- 
preciate an answer at your con- 
venience.

A.: The sample does not carry tel- 
lurium, and while we did not test it 
for gold and silver (other than for 
native metals.) we find that the sul- 
phides present carry traces of cop- 
per, iron and arsenic. 

The specimen is of more than or- 
dinary interest, and we find in the 
mass a point or two of gold amalgam, 
such as occurs at National, Nev. Not- 
withstanding all of this it is well to 
remember that the small (thumb) 
specimen should not be taken as fav- 
orably as if a ton or two or ore were 
at hand to sample from.

A.: Glad to hear from you. In 
the mags we find pyrite (iron disul- 
phide) with traces of arsenic. The 
crystal matter present of a dark- 
brown color is iron-alumina garnet. 


Opal and Agate. 

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 23. — Q.: 
Please give me a description of the 
twoewamples which I gathered near 
Redondo. I am certain that agates 
are artifically counterfeited, but have 
no Information on the subject. Can 
you give me some particulars? 

Rad C. T. M. D. 

A.: Sample No. 1 is opal-silica, and 
opal is a variety of quartz containing 
10 per cent. of water which is com- 
bined with the silica. Opal differs 
from quartz, however; it is soluble 
in a hot solution of potash (water- 
glass,) and is but 5.6, to 6.5 in the 
scale of hardness. Hydrophane—a 
variety of opal— becomes transparent 
when dipped in water. “The same 
phenomenon is shown in an ox's eye- 
ball when plunged into water, it van- 
ishes instantly from the sight. Both 
reflect light at the same angle as 
water, and hence the eye has no power 
of distinguishing them.” 

Sample No. 2 is a variety of chal- 
ony (quartz,) in which the 4Aif- 
a colors are arranged in parallel 
nes. 

You probably have in mind the 
agate quarries of Oberstein, Ger- 
many, when you refer to artificial 
agates. At this German quarry the 
ashen-gray nodules are, after being 
washed, placed in a vessel contain- 
ing a mixture of honey and water, 
which vessel liquid, and agate con- 
tent, are placed in a dry-bath of hot 
ashes for from two to three weeks. 
“The stones are then taken out, 
cleansed, immersed. in sulphuric acid, 
then roasted a second time in the U 
ashes. The honey? penetrating the 
pores, is carbonized either by the 
long-continued heat or the action of 
the acid. The depth of the color de- 
pends on the porosity of the agate. 
Some become perfectly black, others 
take a rich brown or chocolate tint, 
some are striped alternately like the 


onyx, while others resist all attempts 


to change the natural hue. By soak- 
ing the porous agates in a solution of 
sulphate of iron, and heating in an 
oven, a fine carnelian-red is pro- 
duced. A blue color, which has all 
the effects of a turquoise, is also de- 


veloped by a process not yet divulged.

STOPPING HAIL STORMS. 


The new type of hall destroyer is 
being tested in France on a large 
scale, reports Consular Assistant Lu- 
cien Memminger at Paris to the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor. 
The device is essentially a very large 
lightning rod of pure copper ground- 
ed by means of a copper conductor. 
According to the theory of the inven- 
tors, these instruments, Wy their et- 
fect upon currents of atmospheric 
electricity, are capable of preventing 
the formation and fall of hail stones. 

The French government, through a 
special commission of senators and 
deputies, is studying the process and 
has encouraged experiments to be un- 
dertaken. A chain of hail destroyers 
of the new type will be established in 
important vine-growing districts 
which heretofore have suffered heavi- 
ly from halilsorms, notably in the De- 
partments of the Gironde. the Beau- 
jolais, the Loire Inferieure, and the 
Charente. In Paris an “electric N- 
agara will be installed in the Biffe) 
tower and supplementary posts will 
very likely be established on the dome 
of the Pantheon and on an edifice in 
the northern part of the city. 

The great damage wrought by hail 
and lightning in France each year, 
with losses estimated at appreximate- 
ly $20,000,000 to $30,006,000, will 
Cause the experiments now under way 
to be followed with close attention. 
Many of the posts have been com- 
pleted and the results obtainéd will 
be carefully noted and studied. In 
order to determine the efficacy of the 
new device with any degree of ac- 
curacy it is realized that systematic 
tests during a period of years will be

A NICARAGUA CANAL. | 


nx TOM FITCH. 

Some of the English newspapers 
are urging His Majesty's government 
to checkmate the United States by 
digging a canal through Nicaragua. 
Go to it, Johnny. Californians will 
wish you luck. There cannot be. too 
many canals to suit California. San 
Pedro Harbor will be open to ships 
that have passed through any canal. . 

— 


Nicaragua was favored by the navi- 
gators and engineers of the world as 
a route for a ship canal long before 
Panama was thought of in that con- 
nection. In the year 1550 Antonio 
Calvas declared the route via Lake 
Nicaragua to be “available,” and for 
three and one-half centuries there 
was scarcely a decade of years in 
which the project of an “interoceanic 
ship canal through Nicaragua was not 
presented to the commercial world, 

Henry Clay, while Secretary of 
State, flattered the pride of Canaz, the 
Minister from Central America, and 
largely assisted in obtaining a fran- 
chise in 1826 which was granted to a 
company composed of Monroe Robin- 
son, president of the Bank of the 
United States; Stephen Van Rensse- 
laer, the wealthiest of all the Knick- 
erbockers, and Gov, De Witt Clinton, 
the projector and builder of the Erie 
Canal. But even the combined ef- 
forts of this wealthy and influentia! 
trio could not obtain from the New 
York capitalists of that day the money 
necessary for so great a work. Yet, 
the genius of the great commoner 
and the sturdy persistence of the New 
Yorkers were contagious, their 
pamphlets crossed the ocean and the 
King of the Netherlands headed an 
association of Amsterdam and Rot- 
terdam capitalists, who, in 1829, sent 
Gen. Van Der Veer to Nicaragua to 
treat with the Central American gov- 
ernment for a canal concession. 

The country lying between Hondu- 
ras and Guatemala was just then in- 
volved in a series of political disturb- 
ances, but a year ‘later, in 1830, the 
Congress of Central America issued 
a decree authorizing the construction 
of a canal by the association controlled 
by the King of the Netherlands. In 
the meantime, there had been a sets 
mic disturbance in low Dutch poli- 
tics, the canal building King lost his 
throne, the kingdom of Belgium was 
evolved and the Amsterdam associa- 
tion and its franchise were heard of 
no more. 


> 


Some years later England loaned to 
Nicaragua the services of Lieut. Bailey 
of the Royal Marines, and later John 
L. Stephens was accredited by the 
United States to Central America as 
a special envoy on canal business, but 
nothing came of it all.- 


In 1844 Nicaragua — still hopeful 
and persistent—sent Castellon to 
Louls Philippe to solicit a protectorate 
and a canal. De Lesseps had not 
at that time “developed,” and France 
Was not then in control of the free- 
dom and (franc-loving statesmen 
whose exploits in connection with the 
Panama Canal have since made the 
French name illustrious. King Log 
and not King Stork ruled over the 
Gallic bacteria, and the Citizen King 
was disinclined to meddle with Cen- 
tral American politics or invest the 
national funds in foreign excavations, 
but in his simple bourgeoise way he 
managed nevertheless to utilize Cas- 
tellon. At that time Louis Napoleon 
Bonaparte was a state prisoner at 
Ham. The future Emperor of France 
had, during his checkered life, turned 


different canal schemes, but really to 
select and approve the Panama route | 
he headed a Provisional Interoecanic 
Canal Society consisting of Capt. L. 
L. Phelps, Admiral Daniel Ammon, 
Gen. George B. McClellan, Gen. 4 
F. Beale, L. P. Morton, George W. 
Riggs, Howard Potter, Hugh J. Jewett 
and others. 

This society obtained from the Re- 
public of Nicaragua, in 1880, a con- 
eession for the construction of a canal. 
and in December, 1881, Senator Miller 
of California introduced a bill with 
the object of granting the direct aid 
of the United States to the construc- 
tion of a canal. Gen. Rosecrans had 
already, in 1880, introduced a similar 
bill in the House. 

— 

But there was now added to the 
opponents of the Nicaragua Canal a 
silent, but powerful, lobby. The emis-

It is not @fificult 
to postpone the consideratic of a 
measure, and action on the bill was 
deferred upon one pretext and an- 
other until toward the cle of De- 
cember, 1883, it came up as unfinished 
business.

Prior to these events 
while in office as Secretary 
under Garfield, and Mr. Fr@inghuy- 
sen, under Arthur, had deen prepar- 
ing the way for a treaty bet 
United States and Nicaragua 
construction of a canal by the 


United States Senate. Its most note- 
worthy conditions were that the canal 
was to bé built by the United States 
and to be owned jointly by the United 
States and Nicaragua. Privilege was 
given the United States to construct 
from ocean to ocean railway and tele- 
graph lines joining the termini of the 
canal. A tract of land two and one- 
half miles wide—of which the canal 
was the central line—and another two 
and one-half miles wide around the 
southern end of the lake were con- 
ceded; the canal was exempted from 
taxation; the United States was to 
have exclusive q@ontrol of construc- 
tion; the net revenues were to be di- 
vided in the proportion of one-third 
to Niéaragua and two-thirds to the 
United States, and accounts were to 
be liquidated quarterly. It was fur- 
ther agreed that the United States 
should loan Nicaragua $4,000,000 for 
public improvements, to be refunded 
out of Nicaragua’s share of the rev- 
enues of the canal. This treaty was 
signed by Secretary Frelinghuysen for 
the United States. and Envoy Joa- 
quin Zavala on behalf of the Repub- 
lic of Nica a 

By a vote of 32 ayes to 23 nays t 
treaty failed of ratification by the 
United States Senate—a two-thirds 
vote being required. If only five of 
the twenty-three Senators who op- 
posed the treaty had taken larger and 
more patriotic views of their duty, the 
commerce of the world might have 
been passing through the Nicaragua 
Canal ten years ago. 

A motion to reconsider was entered. 
The treaty remained before the Sen- 
ate. The changes in the personality 
of Senators, which took place on 
March 4, would have secured the rat- 

But before the 
Senate could act, and on the same day 
of his inauguration, President Cleve- 
land withdrew the treaty “for fur-

It is said— 
with how much of truth cannot be 
ascertained—that he had deen a jour- 


ther executive consideration.” It was 
never again presented to Congress. 
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nalist in London, a policeman in New 
York, a bartender in Hoboken and a 
surveyor in Central America. He 
was, among other things, a civil en- 
gineer of great ability, and he had 
always been an enthusiast on the sub- 
ject of both a Suez and. a Central 
American ship canal. 


- It was thought by the government 

of Louis Philippe that if this trouble- 
some prisoner of state could be en- 
couraged to turn his energies in the 
direction of canal building, it might 
add to the glory of France and con- 
tribute to the safety of the Orleans 
dynasty. Accordingly Castellon and 
Louis Napoleon were brought to- 
gether, and on the 8th of June, 1846 
the Nicaraguan government gave pow- 
er to the Prince to organize a com- 
pany in Europe under the name of 
“Le Canal Napoleon de Nicaragua,” 
and the concessionaire published a 
pamphlet entitled, The Canal of 
Nicaragua, or a project for the junc- 
tion of the Atlantic anti Pacific 
oceans by means of a canal.” In the 
light of subsequent events it is evi- 
dent that the wily Bonaparte was 
amusing himself with the WNica- 
raguan government and hoodwink- 
ing Louis Philippe, for on May 
26, 1846, he escaped from Ham and 
began plotting for the imperial throne. 
A year later, in answer to the remon- 
strances of a friend who on the 
strength of his leadership had in- 
vested some money in the canal proj- 
ect, he wrote, “with the name I bear 
I must have the light of the throne 
or the obscurity of the dungeon.” 

When—a few years later—the light 
“of the throne was blazing about the 
Emperor of the French, he could not 
even if disposed— have availed him- 
self of the concession of 1846, for 
other factors had intervened. 

The California freight and passen- 
ger traffic assumed vast proportions 
in 1849, and in September of that 
year, Cornelius Vanderviit, Joseph IL. 
White, and their associates obtained 

„ grant for an interoceanic canal. Col. 
O. W. Childs of Philadelphia made 
@ survey in 1850-51, and pointed out 
the lowest depression in the Cordille- 
ras between the Arctic Ocean and the 
Straits of Magellan. Through this 
divide—only 153 feet above the sea 

_jJevel—he located the route of the 
Nicaragua Ship Canal. 

Vanderbilt probably never intended 
to build the canal—at least he never 
did build it. He procrastinated and 
obtained modifications and extensions 
of his concession, and in the mean- 
time, availed himself of the collateral 
privileges which the concession grapt- 
ed, to fill the coffers of the Nicaragua 
Transit Company, which—until the 
completion of the Panama Railroad— 
enjoyed a monopoly of the profitable 
California trade. 

— 

In 1858 the patience of the Nicara- 

an government was exhausted, and 
it forfeited the franchise of the Van- 
derbilt Canal Company, and the Tran- 
sit Company, and conferred upon Felix 
Belly of Paris, a concession for the 
construction of a canal. Again there 
was political commotion in Nicara- 
gua, followed by the Civil War in the 
United States, and Belly failed to ob- 
tain the necessary funds, and his con- 

cession lapsed. 

— 


After the close of the Civil War the 
United States dispatched several ex- 
ploring expeditions to the isthmus, and 
their reports constituted valuable ad- 
ditions to the literature of engineer- 
ime. All of them commended the 
Nicaragua route as the most feasible. 
— 9 Grant was always a warm ad- 

cate of an interoceanic canal by 
this route, and after the Paris con- 
gtess of 1879—called ostensibly to 
determine the relative merits of the 


Construction of the canal by the 
United States government having been 
formally abandoned through the with- 
drawal of the treaty from the Senate, 
the friends of the enterprise organized 
for effort in another direction. In De- 
cember, 1886, an association was 
formed which in April, 1887, obtained 
a concession from the government of 
Nicaragua. In August, 1888, a con- 
cession was procured from Costa 
Rica, and on February 7, 1889, Con- 
gress enacted a law chartering the 
Nicaragua Canal Construction Com- 


pany. 

The franchise granted to this com- 
pany required that the canal should 
be of sufficient dimensions for the 
largest vessels, and that no lock 
should be less than thirty feet in 
depth and 550 feet in length. The 
duration of the franchise was ninety- 
nine years, during which time no 
competing enterprise was to be char- 
tered by Nicaragua. All necessary 
rights of way, land and materials 
were granted to the canal company, 
and also about 800,000 acres ef land 
with the minerals contained therein. 
The right to import materials, ma- 
chinery and provisions for its labor- 
ers, free of duty, was given, with ex- 
emption from all taxes of whatever 
kind, and from all loans and military 
exactions. 

The company was required to com- 
plete surveys and commence the work 
of construction within two and one- 
half years, and expend $2,000,000 
within the fret year of construction 
—both of which conditions were ful- 
filled—and to complete the canal 
within ten years. This last condition 
was not fulfilled. The franchise was 
forfeited and the millions expended 
were lost. 


But, though Nicaragua lost her 
canal—for it is not in the least prob- 
able that the English newspapers will 
build another isthmian waterway—yet 
she, will profit immensely by the Pan- 
ama Canal, for her Atlantic seaport 
at the mouth of the San Juan River 
is only about 150 miles from Colon, 
and her Pacific seaport, Corinto, less 
than 300 miles from Panama. The 
varied resources and attractions of 
Nicaragua will bring to her American 
capital and energy, and her sparse 
supply of agricultural laborers will be 
recruited from those who will be dis- 
charged on the cémpletion of the Pan- 
ama Canal. 

— 

There appears to be at present in 
Nicaragua, as in Mexico, a feeling of 
unfriendliness toward Americans—the 
offspring of an unwarranted appre- 
hension that Uncle Sam is disposed 
to annex their country. This will dis- 
appear when the contrary becomes 
apparent. With the completion of the 
Panama Canal, Nicaragua, Costa 
Rica, Northern Colombia, Venezuela 
and the Republic of Panama outside 
of the canal zone, will invite Amer- 
ican capital and American settlers 
who will stimulate the development 
of these countries in an effort to bet- 
ter their own fortunes, but with no 
disposition to add them to Uncle 
Sam's domain.

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Scientists of All Nations Search- 
ing for the Cause and the Cure of 
the Dread Disease. 

[Popular Science Monthly: In no 
field of medical science has the mod- 
ern experimental method given 
greater results In a few brief years 
and offered greater promise for the 
future than in the study of that 
fatal and obscure disease—cancer. 
Owing to the brilliant ‘initiative of 
Jensen in Denmark and Leo Loeb in 
this country, it has been shown that 
a form of cancer occurs in certain 
lower animals, particularly in rats 
and mice, that can be artificially 
transmitted from one animal to an- 
other of the same species. This fagt 
has afforded a means of studying 
in detail the method by which a ma- 
lignant tumor grows in the body, 
and more particularly has thrown 
light on the resistance or immunity 
to tumor growth which may occur 
naturally in certain individuals, and 
which may even be artificially pro- 
duced. Scattered over the world are 
small groups of individuals, more 
particularly in England; in Germany 
and in AmePica, who are, devoting 
their entire energies to the solution 
of this problem. From several di- 
vergent sources have come published 
results of experiments which offer 
the greatest promise that we may 
soon learn a method of curing these 
tumors. Already Ehrlich and Was- 
sermann have shown the posibility 
of preparing specific cellular poisons 
for cancer analagous to those used 
in curing protozoan diseases. The 
final clew which will unravel the mys- 
tery of this complex disease would 
not appear to be as yet fully in hand, 
and yet I think no one of those most 
eonversant with the problem would 
be surprised to find tomorrow that it 
has been discovered and that cancer 


was curable. 


LILIES OF THE BIBLE. 


Believed to be the Oriental Wind- 
Flower as no Real Lily Grows in 
the Holy Land. 

[Ave Marta. I—It is a common be- 
lief even among well informed people 
that the word “lily” as used in the 
sacred text means a real lily in the 
modern sense of the word. This how- 
ever, ig not the case. No real lily 
grows, or ever grew, within the con- 
fines of the Holy Land. The white lily 
(Lilium candidum), which often 
mistaken for the plant of Scripture, is 
not a native of Palestine, nor can it 
be made to grow there even in culti- 
vation without great care. 

It is commonly conceded that the 
plant our Blessed Savior saw about 
Him ring the sermon on the mount 
was the same plant which in early 
spring is still found in great abun- 
dance in the valleys of that country 
—namely, the oriental 


blossoms if from blood red to crim- 
son, and it is called windflower not, 
‘as commonly supposed, because the 
slender-stemmed blossoms sway in the 
breeze, but because the hairy seeds 
of some species are carri nd propa- 
gated by the wind. 

The fact that Christ used the word 
“lily” when a windflower, or ahemone, 
was meant need not surprise for 
the word was used as the people of 
His day used it. And all the ancient 
peoples, even the Greeks, employed 
the word lillum, or lirion, or krinon, 
when referring to any plant with a 
cuplike flower. Even today, when 
Scientists speak of common plants, 
they mention “water lilies,” “lilles of 
the valley,” ete., although they know 
full well that these plants are not 
~ lilles, nor even closely related to 

em.

And not only has decay in 
this: région been arrested, but the na- 
tive population, which is wholly con- 
fined to the oases, has more than 
doubled during the French occupa- 
tion. Moreover, this larger popula- 
tion is living in far greater comfort 
and security than ever before, a fact 
due to the pacification of the nomad 
tribes.

The stone will bear the same Latin 
inscription, and the same date, June 
20, 1865, originally carved on the 
stone intrusted to the British steamer 
Uhla, which, commanded by a Capt. 
Lincoln, sailed from Leghorn August 
4, 1866, and was wrecked near Ber- 
muda, losing all her cargo, together 
with the precious memento.

Work in Barstow Field At- 
tracts Attention.

Discovery of Paraffine Base 
Oil Is Predicted. 


Speculators Locating Land in 
All Sections. 


[Special Correspondence of the Times) 
KRAMER (Cal.) Sept. 10.—During 
thé past six months the Kramer-Bar- 
stow Paraffine district has been close- 
ly studied by experts and prospet- 
tors from every section of the State, 
and locations have been recorded in 
greater number than ever. 
While only two outfits are oper- 
ating, the Chicago-Barstow well and 
the Kramer Consolidated—the latter 
the pioneer well in the district— 
both are being closely watched by 
representatives of foreign capital, and 
should either one or both of these 
be brought in, the rush will be rec- 
ord-breaking in the estimation of ex- 
perts who have been over the field. 
The Chicago-Barstow, financed by 
eastern and California capital, is 
working two shifts on a standard rig, 
and as late as Sunday, September 1. 
reports from the well are of most 
promising character. The predictio 
is freely made that high gravity par 
affine base oil will be struck insid 
of 1800 feet, which will mean bi 
meney if the prediction proves true. 
As a result from the favorable re- 
ports from the well, practically every 
foot of open ground has been locat- 
ed for miles by speculators who hope 
to make a ten-strike in high-grade 
oll if the well is brought in. 
The Kramer Consolidated is not 
only the pioneer well in the district, 
but holds all known records for hard 
luck. The log of accidents and set- 
dacks, if puluished, would read like 
the history of a hoodoo.

PRODUCTION INCREASES. 


The Coalinga field report for the

matter what the personal sacrifice. 
My brother was drafted into the 
Confederate army in Richmond, but 
was killed accidentally shortly after. 
When the war began I was a teacher 
in the chief school in Winchester, 
but I was not permitted to keep this 
post when our Union sympathies be- 
came known. Then I collected a 
small group of private pupils and my 
mother and older sister eked out a 
bare living keeping a boarding-houee. 
To our home came officers of the 
Confederate army as well as the 
Union men, who were in the valley 
at varying times.

TWENTY-FIVE MILLION FOR 
OCEAN-TO OCEAN HIGHWAY 


Definite Plans Formulated by Automobile Men of Indi- 
ana—Local Good Roads Boosters Are Urged to Get 
Busy as Date for Santa Fe Convention of Ocean-to- 
Ocean Highway Association Approaches. | 


EFINITE plans for an appropria- 
tion of $12,000,000 for material 
for a national highway from the 
Pacific to the Atlantic were made last 
week by automobile dealers in In- 
diana. This means that when Con- 
grees is ready to take up the ques- 
tion of appropriation for a boulevard 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific half 
the battle will have been won. 

The estimated cost of this highway 
ie $26,000,000. This is not a large 
sum. The plan proposed by Col. Dell 
M. Potter, national organizer for the 
Ocean-to-Ocean Highway Association, 
when he accompanied The Times 
Special across the continent, was 
that the government pay half and 
each State through which the high- 
way passes pay the other half. Now 
that this plan has been adopted steps 
are being taken in every State to 
bring things to a focus, and Indiana, 
the banner State of the organizing 
tour, has taken the lead. 

This State, it will be remembered, 
pledged 50,060 members for the Na- 
tional) Old Trails Ocean-to-Ocean | 
Highway Association. With this large 
army marching into line the battle 
is certain to be won, and all that 
now is necessary is to plant the 
standard firmly in the center of 
Congress when that body meets the 
latter part of this year. Then with 
a bill before the House asking for 
an appropriation for a national high- 
way a million voters will demand 
that the bill be passed. 

LET'S ALL GO. 

When the convention of the 
Ocean-to-Ocean Highway Association 
is held in Santa Fe, N. M., this com- 
ing month, matters of import will 
come before the delegates. Another 
president is to be chosen. The ques- 
tion of combining the Ocean-to-

FAMOUS EASTERN COACHES 
ROAST CALIFORNIA RUGBY. 


Walter Camp, the Father of American Football, 
After Studying the Situation, Declares Rugby Is 
Not for American Boys—Harvard Experts Say We 
Ape English. 


BY JOSEPH A. PIPAL, 
(Head coach of Occidental College.) 


O doubt your readers will be interested to learn what the eastern au- 
N thorities think of the introduction of English Rugby by Stanford and 

Berkeley. 

It was my privilege this summer in our jaunt from coast to coast to get 
in touch with many of the best-informed experts on athletics in our Ameri- 
can colleges. I found them all firmly of the opinion that it is a mistake to 
try to introduce Rugby into this country, and that certainly California and 
Stanford universities are not serving the best interests of our American 
| colleges and universities by doing so. They strongly believe that the English 
game will never take in the United States, and for the reason that it lacks 
science and strategy and does not give an opportunity for the same orig- 
inality of attack and defense as our football; and that it is not best sulted 
for the training of the ingenious, strategy and originality-loving young 


erican. 
Arber all feel that California should have “stayed with the job” with 
the rest of our colleges when they successfully reformed the American game, 
instead of eliminating themselves from any possibility of intercollegiate rela- 
tion with other American colleges. Certainly there is no chance now for 
Berkeley and Stanford to measure their strength in football with any of the 
western universities. This is very unfortunate. We are proud of Berkeley's 
successful invasion of the East with its track teams, but there is no chance 
for such a conquest in football. 


ROASTS FROM HARVARD. 


While at Harvard this summer these remarks were shot at me as a 
Californian: “You Caljfornians sure do things in track, but I suppose thai is 
all you do the year round; we hear nothing of your football teams; or, 
“You people in California are great in track athletics and are original and 
progrestive in politics, but in football you imitate stale old England.“ 
The citunce of playing the Colorado, Oregon and other western colleges 
by the eonthern institutions ie an athletic opportunity worth while, and it 
will not be long until the champion of Southern California will bring the 
champion of the Kocky Mountain or Missouri Valley conference to Los 
Angeles for a post-season game, This will also be worth while. 
in this way the southern colleges will not only have the desired com- 
petition without anv need of seeking alliance with Australian and otner 
foreign teams, but will also stay on the American football map and will be 
in a position to ald in solving the athletic problems of American colleges 
when such problems arte. 


WHAT STAGG SAYS. 


When discussing the California football situation, Coach A. A. Stagg of 
the University of Chicago, a member of the rules committee and a man 
who has done more than any one else to elevate our Intercollegiate ath- 
letics, has this to say: “This is a free country and California and Stanford 
universities certainly have a right to play any game they wish or to introduce 
in this country any sport they choose. I will, however, say that I believe 
these institutions did not act wisely in importing Rugby to California, when 
it has been demonstrated-beyond the question of a doubt that our game 
has been successfully reformed.” 7 

“Bosy” Riter, a former Princeton star and present coach at Lebigh Uni- 
versity, said when discussing the same subject: “I believe that our own 
American game of football is the greatest game in the curriculum of col- 
lege sports and I believe it unwise as well as un-American to try to make 
an English substitute for our game.” 


CAMP OF YALE. 


Walter Camp of mee who spent some time a year ago on the Pacific 
Coast studying Rugby, when comparing the two games: “Our Amert- 
can style seems to offer greater opportunity for planning plays, dependent 
upon that special kind of co-operation which seems to be one of the best 
features of the athletic tion of the young American today. Rugby as 
played on the Coast has much to recommend it, and I enjoyed watching the 
‘play, but I could not help feeling that it is not a game adapted for the 
American boy.’ 

Percy Houghton, Harvard coach and member of the rules committee, at 
his summer home near Newport, went quite fully into the football situation 
and sized it up in this way: “Our American football has been revised so 
that it is now a safer game than Rugby if played by Americans. When in 
England I had the opportunity of seeing their game and am convinced that 
if it were played by Americans with characteristic American vim and vigor, 
its dangers would far exceed those of our present game.” 


ALSO “BILL” REED. 


“Bill” Reed, head coach at Harvard before Houghton, has just returned 
East from the Pacific Coast, where he had ample opportunity to study Rugby 
as played at the two northern institutions of California. He reports that

It ie a most commendable idea and 
from a suggestion from the Touring 
Club of America it ts probable that 
plans will be adopted by other State 
highway authorities where fairs are 
held during the fall months. This is 
a splendid way to attract the atteri- 
tion of road users to the work being 
done on our highways by the State 
highway departments.

struction of all main traveled rogds. 
Great improvement has been made in

As in the case of the 
1907 Grand Prix at Dieppe, K will 
be run under a fuel consumption 
basis, the allowance being twenty 
liters per 100 kilometers, being at 
the date tf 14.1 miles to the gallon 
A minimum-weight of 1763 pounds is 
imposed and a.maximum of 2204 
pounds with tanks empty and no 
spares.on board. The distance of the 
race will be about 560 miles to be 
covered in one day. 

There will be no limit to the num- 
ber of cars that may be entered by 
any one firm, while the fee for each 
will be $800. If a minimum of for- 
ty cats is pot received by November 
1, the race will not be held. With a 
view to making the race more spec- 
tacular than usual, the racing board 
has decided to run on a course of 
twenty-eight to thirty-eight miles 
round, compared with a course of 
practically forty-eight miles at
